OUTDOOR  FALL  BULB  CULTURE 


Time  To  Plant — Remember  that  the 
“falF’  is  the  time  to  plant  all  spring 
flowering  bulbs.  They  may  be  put  in 
almost  anytime  from  September  15th 
until  the  ground  freezes;  in  fact,  wq 
have  succeeded  with  even  later  plant- 
ing, but  earlier  planting  brings  the 
best  success. 

How  To  Plant — The  soil  should  be 
well  spaded,  and  the  surface  of  the 
beds  slightly  raised  at  the  center,  so 
that  no  water  will  stand,  but  soak  bed 
good  with  water  when  first  put  in  and 
then  later  if  it  dries  out.  Also  water 
well  in  the  spring  about  time  bulbs 
start,  but  don’t  let  them  stand  in  wa- 
ter. The  soil  will  be  better  if  enrich- 
ed with  pulverized  sheep  guano  or 
bone  dust  fertilizer. 


After  Treatment— All  bulbs  like  a 
sunny  exposure,  and  if  protected  from 
the  north,  will  bloom  earlier.  Before 
severe  weather  comes,  cover  the  bed 
with  several  inches  of  leaves,  straw 
or  coarse  manure,  removing  it  early 
in  the  spring.  The  bulbs  do  well  for 
a number  of  years  without  lifting  or 
replanting.  When  through  flowering, 
the  beds  may  be  planted  with  shallow 
rooted  annuals,  as  nasturtiums,  petu- 
nias, verbenas,  etc.  If  necessary,  the 
bulbs  may  be  taken  up  when  the 
leaves  begin  to  ripen,  to  be  again  re- 
planted the  coming  fall.

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Bulbs  indoors  do  not  require  such  deep  planting  as  indicated  in  the  diagram,  there 
being  no  danger  from  freezing  and  thawing  to  guard  against.

We  es- 
pecially recommend  to  grow  these 
bulbs  in  pebbles  and  water;  their 
flowers  are  pure  white  and  very 
fragrant.

LILIES  OF  THE  VALLEY 


These  beautiful,  fragrant 
flowers  may  be  brought  to 
flower  in  18  to  21  days,  if 
pips  from  cold  storage  are 
used.  They  are  easily  forced 
in  a bowl,  if  planted  in  sphag- 
num moss  and  kept  well  wat- 
ered. Their  dainty  fragrance 
is  preferred  by  many  to  the 
large  Paper  White  narcissi, 
and  they  are  much  quicker  to 
flower.  Do  not  order  more 
than  you  intend  to  use  at 
once  as  the  cold  storage  pips 
will  not  keep.  Plant  about 
25  pips  in  a 7-inch  pot  or  pan, 
place  in  a warm  temperature, 


65  degrees  Fahrenheit,  and 
shade  from  light  until  leaves 
and  spikes  are  well  develop- 
ed, then  admit  light  gradual- 
ly. Increase  temperature  to 
75  degrees  or  80  degrees  if 
possible.  An  inverted  pot 
over  each  pan  answers  ad- 
mirably to  shade  them.  This 
is  the  treatment  for  cold  stor- 
age pips  only.

HYACINTHS — All  Hyacinths  are  well  adapted  to  pot  culture,  open  beds  or 
borders. 


Pot  Culture  in  the  window  or  greenhouse — A 4-inch  pot  is  the  best  size  for  the 
successful  growth  of  the  bulbs.  It  delights  in  a light,  rich,  sandy  soli;  when 
placed  in  the  pot  the  upper  surface  of  the  bulb  should  show  above  the  soil. 

After  potting,  water  thoroughly 
and  place  in  a dark,  cool  cellar,  or 
out  of  doors,  well  covered  up  with 
ashes,  sand  or  such  like  material, 
there  to  remain  until  well  rooted, 
when  tehy  should  be  taken  in  a 
few  at  a time,  to  keep  up  a succes- 
sion of  bloom,  and  set  in  a warm 
and  light  place  in  the  house  or 
greenhouse,  to  bring  them  into 
flower. 

Outdoor  Culture — Plant  in  Octo- 
ber or  November  in  soil  deeply  cul- 
tivated and  rich.  Set  the  bulbs 
about  six  inches  apart  and  about  5 
inches  deep.  Cover  the  surface  of 
the  bed  with  light,  short  manure  as 
a protection  to  the  bulbs  during  the 
severe  months  of  winter.  Remove 
this  covering  as  soon  as  the  severe 
frost  is  gone  in  spring.

The  culture  of  Tulips  is  the  same  as  that  of  Hyacinths,  except  that  the  bulbs 
should  be  planted  about  four  inches  deep  and  four  to  six  inches  apart.  Tulips  are 
perfectly  hardy,  so  only  a slight  protection  is  required  from  extreme  cold  and 
sharp  winds.  All  of  the  single  varieties  force  readily.

Ready  About  Sept.  25th 


For  the  herbaceous  border,  massed  in  clumps  along  the  edge  of  shrubbery  or 
as  cut  flowers  for  vases,  these  are  conceded  to  be  the  superior  of  all  the  Tulips. 
The  enthusiasm  of  the  Darwin  Tulip  is  not  due  to  fad  or  popular  fancy,  but  rather 
to  an  awakened  sense  of  appreciation  of  their  majestic  beauty.  The  rich,  bright 
colors  of  the  blooms,  their  sombre  tones,  their  many  pale  and  more  lovely  colors, 
produced  on  strong  gigantic  stems  from  2 to  3 feet,  all  vie  with  one  another  and 
capture  even  the  casual  observer  of  spring  flowering  bulbs. 

They  range  in  color  from  the  daintiest  pink,  rose,  salmon,  red,  etc.,  to  deep, 
rich  crimson;  from  lavender  through  mauve  and  light  blue  to  violet-purple,  and 
the  so-called  “Black  Tulip.” 


CULTURE — Bulbs  should  be  planted  5 to  66  inches  deep  and  not  less  than 
that  apart.  Sand  to  the  depth  of  % inch  at  the  base  of  the  bulbs  will  amply  repay 
the  trouble  by  the  provision  for  drainage  during  wet  weather.

Some  growers  keep  them  in 
the  dark  until  the  flower  stems  are  four  or  five  inches  long,  and  then  bring 
them  to  the  light.  After  flowering  they  should  be  placed  in  a warm  window, 
or  set  outside  in  sand  or  cinders  and  watered  every  day  (sometimes  twice  a 
day),  until  the  end  of  August  when  water  should  be  gradually  withheld  and 
the  bulbs  allowed  to  go  to  rest.

Peonies  should  be  planted  in  the  fall. 

Peonies  thrive  in  almost  any  soil  but  are  best  in  a deep  rich  loam,  moist  but 
well  drained.  If  good  and  rich,  use  manure  as  mulch  only.  If  poor,  thoroughly 
mix  in  about  one-third  of  well  rotted  manure  or  a little  ground  bone,  adding  a 
little  river  sand  or  fine  gravel  if  inclined  to  be  sticky  or  heavy.  Fresh  manure 
MUST  NOT  be  mixed  in  the  soil.  Dig  1 y2  to  2 feet  deep;  plant  2 y2  to  3 feet 
apart,  2 feet  in  rows  for  hedges.  Cover  the  eyes  or  buds  three  inches  but  do  not 
pack  the  soil  hard.  Mulch  the  first  winter  with  coarse  strawy  manure  after  the 
ground  begins  freezing,  to  prevent  the  frost  lifting  the  plants  out  . Each  winter 
scatter  a half  bushel  of  ordinary  manure  or  much  less  of  concentrated  fertilizer 
around  each  plant  for  a distance  of  2 y2  feet  square  for  feritlity.  After  hard 
freezing  is  over  remove  the  coarse  parts  and  stir  the  finer  in,  taking  care  not  to 
disturb  the  buds  just  beginning  to  appear.  Cut  off  and  burn  the  tops  each  Novem- 
ber. Cultivate  well  especially  the  first  two  seasons.  When  a clump  gets  too 
large,  shown  by  smaller  and  fewer  flowers,  dig  up,  divide  and  replant  in  a new 
place  in  the  fall.  Here  Peonies  do  best  in  full  sun,  although  they  do  fairly  well

VIGORO  may  be  applied  to  advantage 
at  any  time  during  the  spring,  summer, 
or  fall  season.  Ordinarily  the  heavy 
application  should  be  made  in  the  spring 
and  light  applications  along  during  the 
summer  and  fall.  By  heavy  application 
is  meant  2 to  4 pounds,  and  by  light  ap- 
plication 1 to  2 pounds  per  100  square 
feet. 

The  following  table  has  been  prepared 
to  help  the  user  determine  the  amount  of 
Vigoro  necessary  to  apply  to  any  given 
plot  of  ground.

After  making  the  necessary  prepara- 
tion, Vigoro  may  be  spread  over  the 
ground  in  one  of  the  following  ways:
